The friends of Gen. W. A. Dadiey in this city 
wore startied yesterda; by the amnouncement, 
by .elcere ph from his bume, in Lexington, Ky. 
that Le wee fataily tll. and :hat Dis death at any 
moment was not uplooked for. The dispatcd of 
warning was received about noon, and even 
w athe bis devoted friend, Oo!. Sam’) Gia, was pre- 
partog to take bis departure for Lexiogton by the 
afternoon trails, hoping to reach his bed-side be- 
fore the fine] separation, the sunouncement of 
the demise was recetved. Gen Dudley had been 
jong and sev rely affficted, bul it is understood 
that the immediate cause of his death was par- 
alysis of the brain. 

The deceased was «8 mative of Letr- 
f{ngton. the son of the revered Dr. 
B. W. Dudier. He was & graduate of 
Transylvania University, end was in all respects 
an hovor to that Institutions. Leaving college at 
an early age, Le devoted himself to the law, and 
was regarded as one of the ablest rs 
ate ber, the fame of which for learning, ability, 
and eloquence bed even then become national. 
Having a considerabie estate to manage for bim- 
self and ohbers, be abandoned the profession of 
law, and emberked in mere prectical business, 
in «bicbD pursuits be was emieentty successful.

He was quiet and unobd’rusive, but 
quick ie the work of maturiog bis plans, and he 
wes rerely at fault. He never erred in great 
enterprises, end great enterprises were often 
committed to his hands. It cannot be sald of him 
that he ever turmed aside from the path which 
the highest dictates of honor bed marted out for 
bim to accomplieh & purpose at which be was 
aiming, however dear the accomplishment of 
that purpcse might have been to him. He was 
steroly and rigidly honest. The death of such « 
mar ts indeed a public ity. Few men can 
be found so useful to contributicns to the 
success Of great public aod no man 
wa: ever mare beloved ia his domestic or social 
cirele. .
